Washington, July 29.—The Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill tonight stands com- 
pleted. An agreement on all disputed 
points was reached late this afternoon 
and the conferees’ report was signed 
by the republican conferees. It will go 
to the house tomorrow and be voted by 
that body on Saturday. The senate will 
begin consideration, of the measure as 
agreed to by the conferees on Mon- 
day. 

Halted by the mandate of President 
Taft, the tariff conferees were com- 
pelled to turn back and revise their 
rates on lumber and gloves. In a com- 
munication .to Senator Aldrich and 
Representative Payne the president 
demanded that the high rates on gloves 
as fixed by the house and the high 
rates on lumber as fixed by the senate 
should not be made a part of the con- 
ference report. 


Surrender to Taft. 

After struggling over these ques- 
tions. throughout the entire day the 
conferees surrendered to the president's 
view and signed the report. The re- 
port will go to the house tomorrow 
at noon, and will be ordered. to be 
printed. The house may be called to 
met at 10 o'clock on Saturday, for itis 
the intention of the teaders that the 
report shall be pushed through in’ one 
legislative day. Probably a week will 
be required to dispose of the con- 
ference report in the senate. 

When the conferees fixed lumber 
and glove rates yesterday by shading 
very shghtly the higher rates on each, 
they were so certain that the presi- 
dent weuld eonsent to the arrangement

the outside for some time. A general 
fist fight took place between the men. 
which resulted in the slugging of the 
bookbinder.

one of the strikers saw Officers Mitch- 
ell and Frey, of the -Marietta street 
beat, coming on a run, and this caused 
a budden separation.

tax act reported by his committee. 

He’ stated that the state had been 
running behind from $100,000 to $250,- 
@00 @ year in the matter of the excess 
of appropriations ovef receipts from 
taxes. 

“This question is up to the legisla- 
ture,” he said. “This bill is your bill. 
Do what you want to with it and re- 
members yours will be the credit or 
the blame. The governor cannot collect 
a single dollar of revenue.” 

On the Corporation Tax. 

The chairman of the wags and 
means committee devoted particular 
attention to the corporation tax par- 
agraph. He said big foreign corpora-

the state. He made a strong plea for 
the home companies, whom he said 
were placed at a disadvantage in that 
they had to pay occupation taxes, and, 
in addition to this, taxes on their 
property located in this state. 

He thought big companies like the 
Standard Oil Company and the United 
States Steel Corporation, if they main- 
tained agents and offices in Georgia, 
should be compelled to pay the $1,000 
tax imposed in the bill . upon com- 
panies with over $5,000,000 capital. 

Would Strike Word “Stock.” 

Referring to the amendment incor- 
porating the words “capital stock” in 
the paragraph, he said he did net know 
what the words meant when it was 
proposed in the committee and stated 
he was not aware of the intent of the 
amendment. He was not opposed to 
striking the word “stock” so that as 
amended the paragraph would ‘simply 
tax the capital of corporations. 

Coming to a detailed discussion of 
the state’s. finances, Mr. Reid said on 
January 1, 1909, there was cash on 
hand in the state treasury $638,000. 
He said there was due on the public 
debt the sum of $250,000, due on the 
public school fund to teachers who had 
already earned the amount ef their 
salaries, $951,000, making a total of 
$1,181,000, leaving a balance due by 
the state on his contractual debts 
$543,000. 

The income of the state this year 
would be no more than last year, he 
thought. On information 
from the chairman of the appropri4.- 
tions committee, he denied the report 
that the appropriations bill carried 
this year $500,000 less than last. He 
thought it would not be possible to re- 
duce the mainténance fund of-the va- 
rious state institutions, although some 
Slight reductions might be made in 
special appropriations. 

This being true, he emphasized the 
great need for a scientific tax bill that 
would furnish the revenue needed bv 
the state. Despite the income of 
$216,000 from near beer, he thought 
there would be a large decrease in 
receipts this year as compared with 
last unless the receipts from special 
sources showed an extraordinary and 
unlooked-for increase. 

As to the proposed retaliatory tax 
on foreign insurance companies, he 


said $14,500,000 in insurance premiums | 


were paid annually by the people of 
Georgia, and only about one-half of 
the amount ever found its way back 
into the state. 

He said the foreign corporations 
owned practically no property in the 
state and were relieved from

panies were compelled to pay. He 
could not see the reason for a com-

The increase in the tax on corpora- 
tions and practically every other spe- 
clal tax increase recommended by the 
Ways and means committee, was strick- 
en by the house of representatives yes- 
terday, and the figures in the old act 


restored. 

The corporation tax was reduced, the 
maximum tax upon $1,000,000 corpora- 
tions being made $100; the tax on so- 
cial clubs was reduced. from $1,000 to 
$500. as in the old law; the tax on loan 
agents was reduced from $50 to $10, 
and the tax on cigarette dealers re- 
duced from $50 to $25. The increased 
tax on cigar and tobacco dealers was 
also etricken, as was the increased tax 
on sewing machine agents. 

But the house soaked gypsy camps. 
In considering the measure taxing 
itinerant dealers in horses, mules and 
other live stock, it provided that each 
individual member of a camp of gyp- 
sies coming into the state should pay 
a tax of $500. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, gave a rrodigious 
horse laugh when this was enacted, 
and asked if it was a business tax or} 
a tax on gypsies. 

The amendment reducing the corpo 
ration tax was introduced by Mr. Bar- 
rett, of Stephens. It imposes a business 
tax of from $10 to $100.

> The substitute having been lost, the 
Burwell resolution is pending as the 
original measure, but it is pending un- 
ger the previous question and there 
can be no further debate. 

The removal resolution. comes up as 
pnfinished business. If: it gets 23 
votes it will pass and it will then re- 


main for the house to act. Similar ac- 
tion on the part of the house would 
mean the chairman’s removal 
office. 

If the senate fails to pass the Bur- 
well resolution, Chairman McLendon 
will remain in ofice, as the house alone 
cannot remove him, and it is generally 
conceded there will be no impeachment 
charges made.

Case Taken Up Promptly. 

When the senate met Senator Gordy 
rT-eyed to reconsider the action post- 
poing consideration of the McLendon 
gape until 11 o'clock. This was carried, 
and after the usual preliminaries the 
McLendon case was taken up and 
Senator Mathews resumed his argu- 
ment in favor of the resolution which 
pronounces against the removal of the 
commissioner. 

Senator Mathews said be had the 
highest respect for Governor Smith, 
but he differed with his judgment and 
his -eonstruction of the law in the 
matier of the suspension of Chairman 
McLendon. 

Senator 


Mathews read extensively 
from the brief of evidence in the case 
to show it was sworn by practically 
all the witnesses that the conduct of 
Chairman McLendon did not in any 
case indicate undue sympathy with 
the ratiroads. This was brougnt out 
pariicularly in connection with the 
fight before the interstate commerce 
commission against the Western rate 
Increases, relative to which the chair- 
man had furnjshed the state’s attorneys 
exhaustive information on both sides. 

As to Chairman McLendon's inspec- 
tion trip over the Atlanta and West 
Point in a private car, Senator Mathews 
said the commissioner did not accept 
any free trip for himself; but, as the 
évidence showed, in the interests of the 
state; and when the governor objected 
he did not use private cars or free 
transportation any more. As to the 
matter of the increase of the passenger 
rate on the Georgia railroad, it was 
simply a difference of opinion between 
the governor and the chairman and 
constituted no offense. Referring to 
the port rate matter Senator Mathews 
said:

suspension from office of a man be- 
cause his views may have changed in 
regard to some matter contained in 4 
political platform.” 

Senator Mathews said the evidence 
did not establish the fact that the 
chairman had changed his views on 
this matter, but even if he had, it did 
not constitute any ground to remove 
him summarily and, practically, in dis- 
grace, from his office. 

When it comes to the duty of a rail- 
road commissioner, what one party or 
faction, or another, may think, is of 
no pith or moment, Senator Mathews 
said. 

“Does the gentlemen think that 4s 
a matter of law, impeachment is the 
only method by which the general as- 
sembly can remove a railroad com- 
missioner?” asked Senator Harrell. 

“I think, as the law now stands, it 
provides a method for removal, but 
without a fair trial,” Senator Mathews 
replied. 

Cudgel for Commissioners. 

Continuing, he said he thought the 
senate, in its action, should be confined 
to the charges in the governor's meés- 
sage; if the commissioner had been 
guilty of any culpable conduct, then he 
should be tried by impeachment. 

“Shall we hold a cudgel over the 
heads of the railroad commissioners, 
threatening them with summary re- 
moval from office whenever they don't 
epgree with our views, and fail to-act 
in accordance therewith?’ Senator 
Mathews asked. “We are asked upon 
insufficient evidence to degrade this 
man, and I for one oannot be a party 
to any such proceeding.” 

Senator Mathews said in his opinion 
the general assembly by joint action, 
in the absence of suspension by the 
governor, could not remove a railroad 
commisssioner. The only proper 
method, he said, was impeachment. 


Semate Already Disqualified. 
Senator Burwell, of the twentieth, 
chairman of the joint investigating 
committee, said his only purpose in in- 
troducing his resolution for removal, 
was to get the clear-cut issue before 
the senate. A vote upon it one way or 
another would be just as effective as 
upon a resolution against removal. 
He called attention to the fact that 
when he opposed going into the Athens 
bond transaction In the joint commit- 


itee, the senate differed with him and 


demanded all the evidence. This evi- 
dence was taken and was before the 
senate, the members of which, he said. 
were sitting as jurors. All the evidence 
on the bond transaction being before 
the jurors, it was no longer a question 
of disqualification. 

“Though you rule it out, you will be 
as much daisqualified from passing on 
this bond transaction in the future as 
you are today,” Senator Burwell said. 
“The evidence is before you, and you 
have considered it. In a court of law 
you could not again be called as ju- 
rors in the same case, once having 
heard the evidence.”’ 

Source of. Impeachment Talk. 

Senator Burwell declared the senate 
would be just as disqualified to sit in 
an impeachment trial, if it ruled out 
the bond transaction evidence now, as 
it would be should it vote upon it. 

‘Whence comes all this talk about 
impeachment? From the warm friends 
of the commission. Why, gentlemen, if 
impeachment charges were preferred 
the very first point made by counse? 
for the commissioner would be that 
you are disqualified to sit because you 
have heard and considered the _ evi- 
dence.” 

Senator Burwell declared the substi- 
tute resolution evaded the most im- 
portant feature of the whole matter— 
the conduct of the commissioner in deal- 
ing in railroad bonds. He declared the 
conduct of fhe commissioner in ¢:al- 


ing in the bonds was strange, and re-' 


flects light upon his conduct. 
Burwell Finds Motive. 
“We find at the time he is refusing 
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to give the people of Atlanta six street 


car tickets for a quarter, he is dealing 
in Athens street railroad bonds. 
Doesn't that reflect a motive? Doesn't 
that show the bearing of this bond 
trensaction upon his-conduct as speci- 
fied in the’ governor's message? 

“When the bank books relating to the! 
Atheng pond transaction were brought 
before the committee, then, 
till then, did the commissioner go on 
the stand and admit that he made 
money out of these deals. 

“Don’t let this question be side- 
tracked by talk of impeachment. There 
will be.no impeachment. Consider this 
question in the light of all the evidence 
and its bearing upon all the commis. 
sioner’s conduct. Meet the issue 
squarely and without evasion. If you 
think the commissioner should be re- 
moved, then vote for removal: 
think he should be reinstated, 
vote against removal, but don’t dodge’ 
the issue which is squarely before 
you.’ 

Senator Burwell said when Attorney

question, and finally preferred to 
charge him with lack of ability. Sena- 
tor Burwell then argued that lack of 
ability was good ground for removal. 

He appealed to the senate to vote 
down the substitute and get the clear- 
cut issue before the senate. 

Longley Opposes Removal. 

Senator Longley, of the thirty-sev- 
enth, contended that the only issue be- 
fore the senate was whether the rea- 
sons given by Governor Smith were 
sufficient to warrant the removal of 
the commissioner, and the only effect 
of bringing in other matters was to 
muddy the waters. Referring to the 
bond transaction, however, Senator 
Longley contended that what Chair- 
man McLendon had done was no vio- 
lation of the law of the state, nor was 
it contrary to public policy. 

He said he did not mean to say a 
commissioner or other official could 
not be removed, but there’s only one 
way to do it, and that is by tmpeach- 
ment. He denied the senate was in 
any way disqualified to consider im- 
peachment charges, if the house should 
prefer them. 

Senator Longley admitted that there 
would probably be no impeachment in- 
stituted; there was no ground for it. 
he declared. He considerd that Chair- 
man McLendon had violated no law in 
dealing in street railway bonds, 
there was no reason why impeachment 
should be instituted. 

To remove Mr. McLendon in the man- 
ner the senate was asked to do, would 
be to deprive him of his’ office without 
due process of law, Senator Longley 
declared. 


Violated Spirit of Law. 
-Senator Perry, of the thirty-third. 
said that when the Candler railroad 
commission act was passed, it put street 
railroads under the control of the com- 
mission, but failed to extend the prohi- 
bition against dealing in stocKs and 
bonds to street railroads. 

“The commissioner, therefore, com- 
mitted no technical violation of law,” 
Senator Perry said, “but I submit to 
every fair-minded man, whether in 
dealing in these securities, he hag not 
violated the spirit of the law. The 
commissioner. under the evidence, has 
committeed a grave impropriety, and 
is now seeking t«~ escape through a 
rathole.”’ 

Senator Perry contended that Chair- 
man McLendon had set himself against 
the public policy of the state, and it 
was tMe duty of the legislature to re- 
move him. 

Senator Perry contended that the 
port rates against which Chairman Mc- 
Lendon voted were just and reasonable 
rates, and that he ought to be removed 
on that ground. 

World Remove Others, Too. 

“If the senator would vote to remove 
Mr. McLendon because of his vote on 
port rates, would be also vote to re- 
move the other railroad commission- 
ers who voted j as Mr. McLendon 
did?” Senator re asked. 

“On the port rate question I would 
vote to remove Mr. Stevens and Mr. 
Hill,” Senator Perry declared. “I think 
we ought to remove them upon that 
ground, and in saying so I mean no 
reflection; upon these gentlemen.”

It is not a question of political 
platforms, Senator Perry declared;

It is a question of principle. 

Senator Calhoun’s Views. 

Senator Calhoun made a_e strong 
argument in behalf of the substitute 
resolution agairfst removal. He de- 
clared the dismissal of a _ railroad 
commissioner under the charges and 
evidence in this case, would prove 
a dangerous precedent. He declared 
he was no partisan of Commissioner 
McLendon, and never knew him dntil 
he came to the senate this time, but 
said under the law and his oath ie 
could not vote to remove a public of- 
ficiai from office under the circum- 
stances presented in this case, 

Senator Calhoun opposed bringing 
the bond deal into the senate’s ac- 
tion, but he said upon that subject, 
the evidence established clearly that 
Mr. gicLendon had violated no law, 
were exr- 
empted under the law. So far as the 
governor’s charges were concerned, 
he declared the evidence had clearly 
and fully vindicated the suspended 
commissioner. 

Previous Question Called. 

Senator Jackson, of the twenty- 
first, called the previous question, 
which was carried after the senate 
had voted down a motion to adjourn 
and another to table the pending res- 
olution and amendments 

Senator Mathews requested a division 
of the questions contained in the sub- 
stitute, asking that the senate vote 
first upon refusal to remove under 
the governor's message, and then 
upon the question of omitting from 
consideration the bond transaction.

He declared the removal 
of Chairman McLendon would be re- 
sented by the people, just as the people 
had resented the suspension of.

Senator Slater charged that Chair- 
man McLendon was being voted. out 
of office for political purposes. 

“I make the point of order that 
the senator is out of order in charging 
the other side witn being controlled 
by politics,” said Senator Harrell. 

“Well, there has peen a good deal 
of politics in this mafter and I stand 
by it,” said Senator Slater. “The 
senate has been swept by political 
clamor on this question.” 

Senator Womble denied that he Was 
controlled by politics; he proposed to 
vote only in the interest of the people. 
He gaid he could not vote to retain in 
office a man who would run on a 
political platform and then vote against 


it. 


A Veteran of Lee. 

Senator Wood said he was surprised 
to see the turn the debate hed. taken.

The Resolation Killed. 

Following is the substitute for the 
Burwell resolution which the senate 
defeated: 

“Upon consideration of the message 
of his excellency, Governor Hoke 
Smith, to the general assembly vu? date 
June 25, 1909, announcing the 
suspension of Mr. S. G. McLendon from 
the office of railroad commissioner, and 
the reasons therefor, together with the 
written communication in reference 
thereto, which has come to this general 
assembly from Mr, McLendon through 
the medium of the report of the joint 
committee appointed by the general as- 
sembly to take and report evidence 
upon this subject, and also upon con- 
sidering all :the evidence ereon re- 
ported by said joint committee and 
now in the possession of the senate. 

“Be it resolved by the senate, That 
without criticising the action of the 
governor for exercising his discretion- 
ary power and right to suspend Mr. 
McLendon upon the grounds or for the 
reasons assigned by him in his mes- 
sage, this branch of the general ae- 
sembly cannot and does not declare 
that Mr. McLendon shall be removed 
from the office of railroad commissioner 
on account of the reasons and grounds 
Set out in said message as the rea- 
sons and grounds for suspension. 

“Be it further resolved, That as to 
any other complaints or charges 
against Mr. McLendon’s conduct as a 
railroad commissioner than those that 
may be implied in the reasons assigned 
by the governor as grounds for his 
action in suspending Mr. McLendon, 
the senate does not at this time con- 
sider itself called upon to take action, 
for the reason that any other such 
charges may be the subjects of pro- 
ceedings in which the senate may be 
required to act judictally and in the 
capacity of a court.”

That is the unavoidable deduction from these incidents and from an 
indefinite number of similar ones that could be cited. 

The proposals to penalize capital and investment funds by raising the 
maximum occupation tax on corporations to $1,000—the tax giving onl; the 
right te do business in the state—and to place an onerous levy on the tre- 
mendous industry of soft-drink manufacuring, are bad enough, in all con- 
science. 

But when to these is added a projected tax on foreign loans in Georgia, 
the finishing straw has been laid upon the camel’s back. 

Foreign capital has ever been an instrumental factor in the develop- 
ment and prosperity of the people of this state. It is seen in multiplying 
office bu.ldings and manufactories in Atlanta and other Georgia cities, and 
in countless industrial enterprises in other portions of the state. 

The great foreign insurance companies and other financial and fiduciary 
institutions have hitherto viewed Georgia as a remunerative field for prof- 
itable investment. The prosperity of the state has flourished abundantly | 
from this constructive source.

CREATING ONE EVIL 
DOESN’T CURE ANOTHER 


Editor Constitution: An 
in The Constitution of July 20, com- 
menting on the bill introduced by 
Representative McElreath, of Fulton 
proposing an amendment to the con- 
stitution to abolish justice of the 
peace courts in cities of 50,000 in- 
habitants calls for a reply from one 
who is one of the justices of the 
peace. 

While I cannot in a brief reply 
meet all of the arguments suggested 
by your editorial, I will attempt to 
meet one of them. 

The creation of notaries public anda 
ex-officio justices of the peace was a 
creature of the carpet bag constitu- 
tion of 1868, When, in the providence 
of God, we relieved the state of these 
vampires, who were feeding on the 
iUfeblood of the people, and, in 1872, 
elected our first democratic governor, 
Milton Smith, we were determined to 
get rid of everything good or bad 
made illegally lawful by carpet-bag 
legislatures, and, in 1877, we had a 
constitutional convention, made a new 
constitution, destroying some parts of 
the constitution of 1868, which ware 
good, and adopting some that were 
bad, among the latter the making of 
notaries public ex-officio justices of 
the peace. 

This wag the beginning of the rival- 
ry between the justices and notary 
public courts. Why not have two 
county, city and superior court judges 
in each county, city and circuit? 

But our legislature, in acts 1889, 
page 116, destroyed the constitutional 
provision that there “shall be in each 
militia district one justice of the peace 
and a notary public ex-officio justice 
of the peace,” “giving justices and 
notary publics who are ex-officio jus- 
tices in_cities of over 6,000 inhabitants 
jurisdiction as fixed by the onstitu- 
tion in and over said districts and in 
and over said city, and shall hold 
their court monthly at fixed times and 
places within said district or city,” 
thereby destroying old district lines, 
so that all justices and notaries whose 
districts are wholly or in part. in said 
cities have established rivalry courts, 

The absurdity of this law will be 
recognized at once. In my district 
elone in this city there are two jus- 
tices and three notaries public who 
are ex-officio justices of the peace,

UNDER WARRANT 


Shot Kreis and Claims

Acting under instructions from Re- 
eorder Nash Broyles, a warrant charg-

Kreis, the union pressman, who sus- 
tained a compound fracture o} the left 
thigh from the shot fired by}vall, 
is doing nicely at the Grady hospital. 
He is an unmarried man and fs about 
30 years old. Since the pressmen'’s 
strike, which has been on for several 
months, Kreis has drawn an allowance 
from the pressmen. 

Finding that the police were on the 
hunt for him, John Barnes, the other 
union pressman who is said to have 
been with Kreis at the time of the 
alleged attack on Stovall, left for parts 
unknown.

James A. Morris, of Atlanta, died

The 
section was then adopted as amended, 
providing that dogs on which no taxes 
were paid should be killed. 

A dozen amendments to the dog tax 
section were proposed by different 
members. Mr. Edmundson of Chattoo- 
ga, wanted to allow one dog to each 
family tax free. The house would ‘not 
approve it. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, made the wo lsit that 
no member owning a dog Was per- 
mitted, under the rules of the house, 
to vote on any of the pending amend- 
ments. The speaker said that would be 
left to each member’s conscience. The 
amendment of Mr. Ellis providing that 
if at the sale no purchaser pays the 
amount of the dog tax, the dog shall 
be killed was approved. 

Mr. Johason, of Bartow, wanted to 
provide that no property except the 
dog should be subject to the execution 
and levy. This was voted down. A 
special cut rate price of $1.98 was pro- 
posed by Mr. Tuggle, of Troup, as a tax 
on cats, but the house would not near 
to it. Mr. Wohlwender’s amendment 
setting forth that any owner who shall 
fail to return his dog for taxation 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, was 
los: by a vote of 59 to 94, after . most 
vigorous debate. The same provision 
was in the original amendment of Mr, 
Lewis, of Hancock. 

It was opposed as laying down a per- 
nicious principle, namely, that a man 
may be put in prison for not paying 
his taxes. Mr. Hall thought if it was 
made a crime not to pay a tax on dogs, 
soon it would be declared a crime not 
to pay other taxes. 

Mr. Middiebrooks, of Netwon, came to 
the defense of the dog and made an elo- 
quent plea for man’s best friend. 

Finally the Lewis amendment, with 
the misdemeanor provision’ § stricken 
out, was adopted by a vote of 103 to 68.

lanta, outside of the Grand, the 
Southern Mnaagers’ Association is 
bound by their constitution to stick 
by the DeGives in their fight.

Regarding the present situation, 
Jake Wells, Ben Kahn and Henry De-

refuse to admit there is anything to 
the proposed changes: Henry DeGive 
says the Grand has booked some sixty 
Klaw & Erlanger attractions, and he 
has received no notification of any 
eancellation of contracts. Ben Kahn 
says that his house will positively play 
Morris vaudeville, and he has received 
no offer from Klaw & Erlanger. Jake 
insofar as 
Atlanta is concerned, in vaudeville 
alone; wants only one vaudeville 
house, and will try in every way pos- 
sible to see that there is just one, for 
two he says would mean loss, while 
one would probably mean profit. 

Regarding the southern field in gen- 
eral, he was a little more communica-

ern Theater Managers’ Association. He 
said: 
Not Enough First-Class Shows. 
“There are not enough first-class 
theatrical attractions in the~ country 
now to supply the theaters. Of the

| would give the southern theaters six- 
ty-five shows with plenty of room for 
more. 

“We are anxious to get all the first- 
class shows in the business, regardless 
of who owns them and who is booking 
them. The theater is no longer a hap- 
hagard sort of chance. It has become 

very serious and very highly sys- 
tematized business, and to make both 
ends meet we must regard it as such. 
We cannot afford to let sentiment stand 
in our way. We can’t afford to let 
prejudice mar our better judgment. 

“We are trying to conduct a paying 
enterprise. If we do not we go out 
of business, start plowing or some- 
thing else. The present situation was 
not brought about by the managers. 
They hardly know how it started 
themselves. We wanted more attrac- 
tions, and we asked Klaw & Erlanger 
about allowing the Shuberts to come 
in. The more good shows we give the 
people, the better our business will be. 
The more disappointments we hand 
them in the way of poor shows, the 
greater loss will be ours. It is busi- 
ness, pure and simple, and that is the 
only end we have in view. We intend 
to give the public a square deal, and 
we expect as much from them.” 

May Purchase New House. 

Mr. Wells has been conducting a 
deal with the stockholders of the new 
theater, with a view to purchasing that 
house so as to eliminate competition in 
the vaudeville world. The stockhold- 
ers say they will sell if they get their 
price. If hg succeeds in buying, there 
will be but one vaudeville theater in 
Atlanta. Supporters of the new the- 
ater allege that the Morris contract 
will hold and that even if Mr. Wells 
buys, Morris ‘vaudeyille will be played.
